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FOREWORD 



Daniel De Leon was born in Curacao, an island off the coast of 
Venezuela, December 14, 1852, and died in New York City, May 11, 1914. 

He traveled and studied in Europe; came to the United States in 
1372; taught Latin, Greek, and Spanish in a secondary school in West- 
chester County, N. Y.; edited a New York Spanish- language paper which 
supported Cuban liberation; graduated from Columbia University Law 
School in 1878; practiced in Texas for a short time; lectured on Polit- 
ical Economy at Columbia for six years; joined the Knights of Labor in 
1888; was active during the 1880* s in the Nationalist Movement of 
E-dward Bellamy; supported Henry George for Mayor of New York in 1886; 
defended the Haymarket Martyrs that year in a public speech; joined 
the Socialist Labor Party in October, 1890; became editor of THE PEOPLE 
in 1892. 

From then on he was the acknowledged leader of the Socialist Labor 
Party. He translated into English several works by Marx, Engels, 
Kautsky, and Bebel, and also a number of literary works by Eugene Sue 
and Ferdinand Lassalle. He helped organize the Industrial Workers of 
the World in 1905, but left when there was a split in policy a couple 
of years later, and returned to his own trade-union group, the Social- 
ist Trade and Labor Alliance, re-constituted as the Workers International 
Industrial Union. 

De Leon was a brilliant scholar and Marxist, and no history of 
socialism in the United States can ignore him; he is also a controver- 
sial figure, both in theory and in method of work. 

This bibliography is designed to help the scholar and student. The 
works by_ De Leon are arranged chronologically by the original title and 
date, with accompanying information on how to locate them today. With 
Bew exceptions (which are noted), all of De Leon's works have been pub- 
lished either by the National Executive Committee of the Socialist Labor 
Party directly, or by the New York Labor News Company, New York. 

The works about De Leon are arranged alphabetically, by author. 

The undersigned wish to acknowledge their indebtedness to Joseph 
Carleton Borden, Jr. (listed in the Bibliography), for his conscien- 
tious pioneering bibliography at Columbia University in 1936. However, 
rur work differs from his in several respects: 

He lists titles from 1892 to 1914; we have selected such signed 
works by him as we could find before 1892, going back as far as 1883. 
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He has listed De Leon's titles alphabetically; we have put them in 
chronological sequence. 

He has listed each work every time a new edition was published; we 
have sought to refer to each writing with the first publication 
date, and afterward only to indicate varying publications or book 
collections in which it might be found. 

We have also tried to be as comprehensive as possible, citing edit- 
orials, brief newspaper essays, and prefaces to other works. 

Borden concentrated on works by_ De Leon; we have added a separate 
division for works about De Leon. 



We also acknowledge indebtedness to the "Daniel De Leon Bibliography," 
repared by Louis Lazarus, which lists materials in the Tamiment Insti- 
tute Library (cited below) . 

We have experienced some difficulty in preparing this study. Many 
of De Leon's writings have been long out of print. Furthermore, while 
we are grateful to the Socialist Labor Party and the New York Labor News 
Company for keeping De Leon's chief works in print over the years, we 
have found annoying their practice of altering the original titles. For 
example, De Leon's Address, "The Preamble of the I. W. W.," is now 
rolled "Socialist Reconstruction of Society"; his lecture, "Woman Suf- 
frage," is now titled "The Ballot and the Class Struggle"; the lecture, 
"Marx on Mallock," has become "Socialism Versus Capitalist Economy"; 
"Father Gassoniana" has been changed to "Abolition of Poverty"; "The 
De Leon-Carmody Debate" has become "Individualism vs. Socialism" 
"Berger's Hit-and-Misses" is now "Revolutionary Socialism in the U. S. 
gress," and so on. 

The hub of De Leonist activity today is New York City. There o_ 
ialist Labor Party groups in England, Canada, Australia, and the 
candinavian countries, but the publishing center is in New York.
